AN OPEN LETTER TO THE 
SENATE OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


(From the editor.) 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 1, ’87. 
Senators: 
We send you our best 
New Years’ greeting saddened 
only by the loss of the great Lo- 
gan. Senators, many changes 
have taken place during the year 
just closed, politically and other- 
wise, and reading the times aright 
others of equal importance and, 
effect are pending. The year just 
ended Senators contained many 
political surprises for both repub- 
licans and democrats. States 
heretofore relied upon for solid 
republican majorities wavered in 
their allegiance and broke the 
heretofore invincible republican 
phalanx of the north and west 
“Old Virginia” and other sections 
south broke away from the solid 
democratic party sought place 
again Within the republican party 
lines. The year past, never again 
to return recorded an epoch inv 
the politics ot America which if 
treated in the spirit of fairness is 
calculated to remove the color 
question us the b ne of contention 
from the body politic.
